FALL OL LENS IS NEAR AT HAND 
Armentieres and Lens apparently are held by the* enemy, but their fall 
to the British probably is only a matter of a few hours. 
With Lens in the hands of the British and the German lines moved 
back to Lille, the great coal fields in this district, which the Germans have 
defended for four years will no longer br* of use to them.

Very Few Cases Result in Death 
Declares Doctor in Discussing 
Influenza Epidemic, Which Is 
Now on The Decline in Fayette 
County— 3,000 Cases All Told 
in Fayette. 


With the* t rust of the influenza ep­ 
idemic in this county 
believed 
to 
have been passed and tho epidemic 
subsiding, there is all the more rea­ 
sons for persons generally to exer­ 
cise care to prevent undue spread of 
the disease, and to take proper pre 
cautions and treatm en t as 
soon 
as 
they have reason to believe they have 
the disease 
Physicians all agree that the* pneu 
atonia (ase- among those who take 
proper care of them selves in the first 
stages of the disease are much sinai 
cr in numbe r than where the disease 
is neglected. 
A host of persons are taking pre 
ventative rm-asures to keep from con 
tracking the disease, and this, with 
more careful restrictions on 
those 
who have the* disease, is responsible 
for the decrease in the number of 
cases. 
On*' physician declares that fully 
one-fourth, and 
possibly, 
one-third 
of his several hundred patients have 
pneumonia, in more or les*s severe de­ 
gree, but be lieves the 
num ber 
of 
pneumonia cases are decreasing as 
people learn more and more how best 
to ca rr for them selves in the early 
stages. 
So far only two or three deaths 
out of some 3.000 cases of the disease 
have resulted in F ayette county. 
In 
one in s ta n t- a family of ten persons 
was suffering of Hie epidemic, with a 
few cases of pneumonia included. 
The action of the he*alth board in 
losing all places of public assem bly 
has met with general approval, and 
it is the 'disire of the board th at per 
sons w’ho know th a t they have the 
disease isolate them selves as much 
as possible, and do not come in con 
tact with those with those who have* 
not had the disease.
